As a result of his. background, BLANCHE has. had a cosmo- 
politan education, and speaks English and German fluently. 



2. In 193 5- UO, BLANCHE was living in Paris. His overt employment and profession 
at that time are unknown. However, he was frequently seen in the company of American 
press representatives, and since he has a pleasing personality, he was quite popular 
with the Americans with whom he associated# B IAN CHE recently admitted to source that 
he had been working for the French Intelligence in 1 939-hO, and that his main assign- 
ment was that of reporting on the activities of U.S. correspondents in Paris.

3# BLANCHE recently stated that he had dop*<further intelligence work for the 
French in Belgium and Eolland before these twe'eountries were occupied by the Germans# 
He also revealed that he had worked for_LeoiTllANDEL, pre-war French Minister of the 
Interior who was kill ed by the Nazis# BLANCHE claims to have been imprisoned for a 
while by the Vichy government dur ing the Gerpen occupation of France, probably be- 
cause of his connections with MANDEL.

5# BLANCHE adfcits that he maintained friendly relations with Otto A3ETZ, Karl 
OBERG, br# Helmut^ KNOCHEH , and Hr. Ernsj/ACHEtJBACH and other German intelligence 
figures in Paris during the war# Ee also has a number of old acquaintances in Germany, 
chiefly in FLP and ex-Nazi circles, and he claims that these persons are now assisting 
him/Ln establishing >mself as a wine salesman. 



6. BLANCHE deludes among his close associates former Ambassador Dr. Rudolf 
RAHN, who is naff an executive with the Cocar-Cola Company in Luesseldorf, and RAHN's 
assistant, one^FURSTENE ICHER, (phonetic), a former SS officer. BLANCHE claims that 
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RABN is private diplomatic advisor to Thomas DEHjER of the FDP, and that both EARN 
and FURSTEHEICHER are rising within the ranks of the FDP. BLANCHE also reported that 
RAHH and FURSTENEICHE31 are interested in negotiating with the Russians (type of 
negotiation not specified), and that they will be overtly active for the FDP after 
West Germany becomes a sovereign state. 

7. BLANCHE states that although he has a number of good social connections in 
Paris, he is regarded as somet hing of a social or political outcast, and therefore 
had to come to Germany to work. He admits that he would, like to leave the wine 
business and return to politics. He has not tried to take advantage of his prison 
connection with 1SEKDES-FRAKCE, probably because of his later internment as a German 
collaborator.

Otto AB^TZ, 51, released from Trench custody in April and last German Ambassador 
in Paris, joiDS tbe editorroip of the "Rheinisch-kestfaelische Zeitung", vhich 
will be published twice a week in Sssen beginning the end of October and later 
daily. The, policy of the planned paper is against Adenauer 1 s foreign policy. 

SOURCE states that, if this article is correct.. Achenbach, who is 
a personal friend of Abets and was his defense counsel during the Trench 
post-war trials, is behind the scenes in this activity. Regarding the financing 
of such a paper, source believes that Achenbach would hare obtained the money 
from: a. TLICK concern (German heavy industry) to vhich Achenbach has contact 

through director Kaletsch in Duesseldorf ♦ (Both Kale tsch and Tllck were sentenced 
at Rurnberg). Source related an occurrance which took place during a meeting 
of CAWESLK party officials. CACHLORIDS was addressing the group when a message 
came that Kaletsch wanted to see him. Source stated that CACELCRID3 stopped in the 
middle, of a sentence and left the room like "greased lightning", returni^Jp after 
only a few moments. Source believes tat such a departure fcr so short a time 
meant that CACHL0RIU3 needed only enough fine to receive some money and return.

also, is considered as an undesirable character by t he French Police of Paris.
